Broiler Producers 
Approve Provincial 
Marketing Scheme 


N A RECENT plebiscite, 88 per cent of the 

broiler chicken growers, who produce over 
95 per cent of the annual volume of broilers 
marketed in the province, voted in favor of the 
Alberta Broiler Growers’ Marketing Plan. 

The Marketing Plan provides for the establish- 
ment of a Broiler Growers’ Marketing Board in 
Alberta and is designed to promote control and 
regulate the marketing of broiler chickens in 
the province. Through the plan, growers hope 
to maintain a fair, stabilized price for their birds, 
to develop and maintain orderly marketing, to 
provide adequate advertising and promotional 
services and to ensure a continuous, year-round 
supply of broilers for the trade and consumer 
market. 

The regulations under which the Broiler 
Growers’ Marketing Board will operate are being 
drawn up by a provisional board of producers 
who were selected by the Agricultural Products 
Marketing Council in consultation with the exe- 
cutive of the Alberta Broiler Growers’ Association. 
Members are James Wong, Edmonton; Howard 
Falkenberg, Camrose; Dale Steckley, Carstairs; 
Ivan Combest, Erskine; and Tyman Donkersgoed, 
Coaldale. These men will hold office until suc- 
cessors are elected at the first annual meeting of 
the registered broiler growers which must take 
place within 18 months following commencement 
of the plan. e

Master Farmers 
Get Prize Award 
Of Trip to Expo 


HIS YEAR and next, Alberta’s Master 

Farmers and their wives will be offered 
an all-expense paid trip to the World’s Fair Expo 
’67 as an alternative to the regular $1,000 cash 
prize which normally accompanies the award. 

Since its inception in 1949, 63 families have 
received this highest Alberta agricultural award 
which is designed to honour families who have 
achieved outstanding success in farming, home- 
making and citizenship. One Master Farm Fam- 
ily may be chosen from each of the five regions 
which approximate the five main soil zones of the 
province: west, west ‘central, north, south and 
Peace River. 

To be eligible for nomination, members of 
the family must be Canadian citizens and the 
head of the family must be owner-operator or 
lease-operator of a farm which he has been 
operating for at least 20 consecutive years, Nomi- 
nation must be signed by at least three neighbors 
and submitted on a special form available from 
District Agriculturists’ and District Home Econo- 
mists’ offices. 

Nominations are first submitted to a district 
committee consisting of the District Agriculturist, 
District Home Economist, a farmer and a farm 
homemaker. Those accepted by the district com- 
mittee are forwarded to a regional committee 
made up of a Senior Provincial Agriculturist and 
Home Economist, a representative from the Ex- 
perimental Farms, a farmer and a farm home- 
maker. who are usually a Master Farmer and his 
wife. 

Finally, the winners are approved by the Pro- 
vincial Committee only after they have met the 
high standards set by the Committee. If none 
of the nominees in a zone meet the high standards 
set by the Committee, no award is made in that 
zone. o 
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Northern Development Council, Lands & Fores; 
Share Honors in New Fort Chipewyan Airport 


NE OF ALBERTA’S oldest and most northerly communities, Fort 

Chipewyan, is now on scheduled weekly air service linking it with 
Fort McMurray, Uranium City and Edmonton through the combined ef- 
forts of the Northern Alberta Development Council, the Alberta Depart- 
ments of Highways and Lands and Forests, and the local community in 
constructing a $480,000 expanded airstrip. 


The new airport, 5.8 miles from the hamlet of Fort Chipewyan, boasts 
an all-weather air strip as well as maintenance buildings. Permanent air 
terminal and service facilities now under construction will bring the total 
cost of the Fort Chipewyan Airport to more than half a million dollars. 
The airstrip, which is fully operational both dav and night, provides a 
5000° gravel run to serve all aircraft up to the size of the four-engine DC-6, 
and was built to Federal Department of Transport standards under the 
supervision of the Alberta Department of Lands and Forests. Both freight 
and passenger traffic will be carried on the three-times-a-week service 
operated by Pacific Western Air Lines Limited. 

Official opening-day ceremonies June 18 attracted 100 special visitors 
from Edmonton and Fort McMurray for the occasion. A chartered air- 
craft flew more than 60 of the guests, including the Lieutenant-Governor 
of Alberta, Hon. J. W. Grant MacEwan, members of the Cabinet and 
legislature, and business and community representatives, from Edmonton 
northeast to Fort Chipewyan, a distance of 385 air miles. About forty

UgandaStudents Undertake Instruction 
Alberta University, Agriculture School 


OR SIX WEEKS, from May 3 to June 10, the Alberta Agricultural and Vocational College at 

Vermilion was the location of a joint project of the University of Alberta Extension Depart- 
ment and the Alberta Department of Agriculture, as 28 school teachers from Uganda studied typ- 
ing, domestic arts and community development. 

In a program sponsored under the Colombo Plan, the teachers arrived in Canada in Sep- 
tember of last year for a special course in teacher training at the University of Alberta. On com- 
pletion of the course this spring, the Extension Department recommended that they spend some 
time in the rural areas of the province and the Vermilion College was chosen as the centre of 
their activities. 

On their arrival at the College, the Ugandans were asked to fill out questionnaires in- 
dicating the types of courses and experiences they would prefer during their stay. The most 
popular courses proved to be typing, home economics, audio-visual aids, music and dancing, 
Canadian games and English. The experiences requested by most were a visit to an Indian re- 
serve, seeing the Alberta Game Farm, learning about Eskimos and visiting farms and schools. 

The program was divided into three sections: Group Dynamics, Learn by Doing and 
Community Education. Included within this framework were as many of the requested courses 
and experiences as possible. During the Group Dynamics section, the teachers learned the value 
of working together in groups and drew up a time-table for the second section of the program. 
During the third and fourth weeks, they studied typing, sewing, cooking to preserve nutrition and 
baking Canadian cakes and pastry, along with other courses which had been specified on the 
questionnaire, all under the tutelage of the staff of the Vermilion Agricultural and Vocational 
College. 

- The final two weeks were planned originally for theory and discussion of community deve- 
lopment as applied to Uganda, but the “Learn by Doing” section overlapped this segment to give 
the teachers an opportunity to finish their practical courses. During this final week, the group 
also heard a lecture on large scale grain farming and visited a local grain farm. 

On the completion of their courses, the Uganda teachers returned to Edmonton to receive 
their diplomas from the University of Alberta and then returned home to assume their duties.

Hynam, Assistant Professor with the Department of Sociology, University of Alberta. e
